In it 
are all his books, and the foreign 
editions, many of his letters, pho- 
tographs, writings, sheets of 
manuscript, and the many, many 
magazines in which he appeared, 
including those of the University 
of North Carolina where he 
wrote poetry, stories ana plavs 

There was last week the an- 
nual Tom Wolfe dinner, with two 
of the brothers present, and a 
wire of regret from Tom's favor- 
ite sister, who was ‘“‘Helen” in the 
books, but who is Mrs. Mabel 
Wheaton in real life. Present, 
too. was Dr. J. M. Roberts, who 
was Prof. Leonard in “Look 
Homeward. Angel” and whose 
wife was “Margaret” in the same 
book. It was to her that the 
young Wolfe poured out his grat- 
itude. affection and to whom he 
turned for comfort and for reas- 
surance. He inscribed for her a 
copy of his first no‘ “To Mar- 
garet Roberts, who was the 
mother of my spirit, I present 
this copy of my first book with 
love and devotion.” 
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Mrs. Roberts 
died some years ago, but outlived 
her most brilliant and famous 
pupil. 

There were present, too, some 
of those with whom he had 
fought, drunk and reveled. Some 
knew him from association and 
some there knew him only from 
the books, but he was very much 
alive to them all, this giant of a 
man who was ever seeking some 
lost secret for which peoples are 
eternally in search—‘of wander- 
ing forever and the earth again 
... of seedtime, bloom, and the 
emellow-dropping harvest.”

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Truce Talks and the Atom Bomb 


The current United Nations offensive 
undoubtedly has had a great deal to do 
with the Reds’ sudden decision to resume 
the cease-fire talks. The UN offensive 
definitely has demonstrated that regard- 
less of their power buildup, the Reds do 
not have the military resources to with- 
stand the firepower which the UN has 
assembled. 

Again a cease- fire becomes possible. 
Again it is entirely up to the Reds. The 
UN cannot surrender any of its gains in 
Korea. The Reds must accept that fact 
if the cease-fire is to be effectuated. Gen- 
eral Ridgway would be foolish to with- 
draw to the indefensible 38th parallel, 
and this he will not do. 

The UN again has demonstrated its 
willingness to talk and its readiness to 
fight. It has shown its determination to 
resist any further aggression while keep- 
ing the door open to negotiations of differ- 
ences. Should the Reds wish to delawv the 
talks at the new site, they candoso. How- 
ever, the UN forces will continue to press 
for a militarv decision—a decision which 
the Reds inevitably will lose. 

The Korean debacle has again proved 
the only language which the men in the 
Kremlin understand is that which is backed 
by force. Such pronouncements as those 
from Stalin that the Reds want to outlaw 
the use of atomic weapons in warfare and 
are building A-bombs for defense purposes 
only must be considered from that angle. 
To drop such bombs on London, Washing-

The French election, which saw left- 
wing and Communist elements lose deci- 
sive ground, indicates a desired strength- 
ening of the French government badly 
needed at this stage of European recovery. 
Overwhelming support for Premier Rene 
Pleven’s pro-American coalition, despite 
the fact that anti-Americanism is at one of 
its highest peaks, is a triumph for Ameri- 
can aims in Western Europe.

In both France and Israel, 
government progress has been stvmied for 
months and even vears by lack of any 
clear majority for any of their multiple 
political parties. The result has been near 
chaos for both countries.

The Soviet Union has proved time and 
again that its promises are deadly. The 
United States cannot accept any plan for 
atomic control which does not include the 
right of inspection. We can, however, in 
view of Stalin’s latest statement, keep the 
door open to negotiation for control of 
atomic development as long as there seems 
to be any possibility of reaching an agree- 
ment. In the meantime, and in view of

and al] the free world, we must continue to 
build the atomic arsenal which is the only 
deterrent to Russia’s ancient dream of 
world conquest. 

We can hope for a cease-fire in Korea. 
Soviet Russia must realize that Red China 
is doomed to defeat without all-out partici- 
pation of the Kremlin itself. She is per- 
haps not ready to take that step nor is she 
ready to relinquish her dominant role over 
China’s teeming millions. The chance for 
an eventual truce is good—but United 
States policymakers will understand that 
a truce will mean that although armed 
conflict has ended, the war continues. 

There must be no other Korea. Never 
again must the United States make rash 
statements that an area will not be de- 
fended against aggression, thus inviting 
that aggression. Wherever the octopus 
strikes, Soviet Russia must be made aware 
that its tentacles will be chopped off, but

The French elections, presaging the end 
of Communist “wrecking” tactics in that 
nation, are doubly significant to the West. 
While rejecting communism, the coalition 
cabinet has been greatly strengthened. 


The Burden of Fire Prevention Rests on You 


Observance of Fire Prevention Week 
got off to a bad start in Atlanta with the 
destruction early Monday morning of a 
10-unit apartment house. Fortunately, 
there was no loss of life. The dwelling 
was undergoing renovation and only two 
apartments were occupied, the occupants 
escaping with property losses only. On 
Sunday an entire block was threatened in 
another part of the city. 

The optimist may find some good in 
these blazes, coming as thev did at the 
beginning of the week when the emphasis 
{fs on fire contro]. They point up the fact 
that fire knows no hour nor season, that 
given a combination of unfavorable condi- 
tions the small blaze in the basement can 
within a few minutes become a conflagra- 
tion. In the case of the Peachtree St. 
apartment, an inaccessible gas valve was 
the difference between a minor fire and 
the destruction of a building. 

Each new fire emphasizes the fact that 
the only safe fire is the one that never 
starts. 

Acting on that premise, the Atlanta Fire 
Department will inspect everv home within 
its jurisdiction to spot fire hazards and 
bring about their removal. This home in- 
spection program has paid off well in 
other cities which have tried it. Memphis 
ts a notable example. 

Acting on the same principle, that pre- 
vention is better than a cure, citv build- 
ing inspectors are forcing repairs and 
changes in downtown office buildings and 


hotels to bring the structures into line with 
citv and state safety codes. A story by 
Albert Riley fn Mondaw’s Constitution 
reveals much progress in that respect, but 
Atlanta still has a long way to go. The 
sad memory of the Winecoff should be 
sufficient spur. 

For the state, this week marks the start 
of a year-around educational program 
which Fire Safety Commissioner Zack 
Cravey hopes will reach every home in 
Georgia. 

Fire is a constant threat to property, to 
lives, to national security. The urgencv of 
preparation for defense intensifies the trag- 
edv of each fire loss. 

Since nine out of every 10 fires is 
caused bv carelessness, prevention becomes 
an individual problem. That puts fire pre- 
vention squarely up to you. What vou do 
about it determines the degree of safety of 
your family, your home and your business.

We Stay Ahead 
In A-Bomb Race 


WASHINGTON—Perhaps the most signifi- 
cant -phase of the President's latest announce- 
ment about the setting off of a second atomic 

explosion in Soviet Russia is that it comes two years after the 
first A-bomb was exploded there. 

The assumption which most informed sources are able to form 
from this is that the Russians have not made any striking progress 
in their atomic developments during the past two years. 


According to those who are qualified to speak with authority 


on the subject, it-is possible not only to obtain evidence that an 
atomic explosion has taken place, but the means are at hand for 
determining the power of a bomb that has been exploded, to- 
gether with its efficiency and even the type of fissionable material 
used in its construction, whether uranium or plutonium. 

It was through these means—and. perhaps others—that we 
learned, for example, that the first atomic bomb tested bv the 
Russians in the fall of 1949 was made of plutonium and had the 
power equivalent of the model we used over Nagasaki—or equal 
to the explosive power of about 20,000 tons of TNT. The Naga- 


saki model is now far outmoded. 
No Other Blasts The White House statement having 
made it clear that it is the definite 


policy of the President to keep the American people informed on 
Russian atomic developments, it goes without saying that no 
further explosions have taken place other than the latest one an- 
nounced. It is possible to read significance into this. 

In the first place, it tends to write off any possibility of the 
Russians having accumulated an atomic stockpile of any impor- 
tance.. If. they had been making A-bombs regularly since the 
first explosion in 1949, it is illogical to suppose that they would 
have waited two years te set off a second experimental explosion. 

The business of making A-bombs is so complicated and costly 
that it is inconceivable any nation would hazard turning out a 
considerable number without making tests as it went along. We 
know that the Russians have made no such tests, beyond the two 
instances revealed by the White House. That would indicate that 
they have not been able to produce the bombs in sufficient num- 


bers to conduct any extensive tests. 

A Dozen By comparison, we have exploded a dozen or more 
of the bombs since the first experiments were con- 

ducted in New Mexico toward the end of the late war. Also we 

are now preparing another series of experiments to come off soon 

which calls for a lavish expenditure of the bombs. 

If the Russians were anything as near advanced as we are 
they undoubtedly would be doing the same thing. The answer 
would seem to be that they just haven’t got the bombs—and what 
they have been able to produce, according to the best information 
that is available, is a mile away from the progress we have made.

By the final quarter of next year, Wilson said that he could 
see the results of new plant production on steel, aluminum and 
copper, and he feels sure there will be enough metal beyond the 
defense needs for the states to increase their school, road, and 
hospital building programs.

But Churchill, armed with a 
meager news bulletin, told the 
British people that he had seen it 
coming and that as he had foretold 
“another blow has fallen upon us 
even more grave and injurious 
than that which afflicted us at 
Abadan.” 

Churchill emphasized that he or 
his party had no warlike inten- 
tions against Russia. Conserva- 
tives and Liberals and “part of the 
Labor Party,” he said, supported 
the.government’s rearmament pro- 
gram as the only means by which 
@ permanent and lasting peace 
could be achieved. 

ASKS UNITED EFFORT 

Where the Labor Party empha- 
gizes the necessity of Britain de- 
claring her independence of Amer- 
fca and acting as a brake on 
American impulsiveness, Churchill 
stressed the interdependence of 
the Commonwealth and the New 
World if peace is to be maintained. 

“I believe,” he said, “that if the 
British Empire and Commonwealth 
in fraternal association with the 
United States and the growing 
power of Western Europe—niclud- 
ing a reconciled France and Ger- 
manyv—work together steadfastly, 
then the time will come, and may 
come sooner than is now expected, 
when a settlement mav be reached 
which will give peace for a 
Jong time. That our heart’s 
desire.” 

Recalling a suggestion he made 
{in the last election campaign that 
a new approach should be made to 
Russia, Churchill said that if such

Forrestal never lost his own 
sense of obligation to the country 
or forgot, among the more amus- 
ing affairs of the day, the basic 
problems of policy which fell to 
his responsibility.

To Chan Gurney 8 December, 1947 
. At the present time we are 
keeping our military expenditures 


‘below the levels which our mili- 
tary 


leaders must in good con- 
science estimate as the minimum 
which would in themselves en- 
sure national security. By so do- 
ing we are able to increase our 
expenditures to assist in European 
recovery. In other words, we are 
taking a calculated risk in order 
to follow a course which offers 
a prospect of eventually achieving 
national security and also long- 
term world stability. 

If we refuse to take such a cal- 
culated risk ... the problem will 
not approach solution during the 
years immediately ahead. 

During those years—of which 
the exact number is indeterminate 
—we will continue to have cer- 
tain military advantages which go 
far toward covering the risk. 
There are really four outstanding 
military facts in the world at this 
time, They are: 


(1) The predominance of Rus- 
sian land power in Europe and 
Asia. 


(2) The predominance of Amer-

The average parent, after the first few futile bouts of help- 
ing Johnny with his homework, admits to complete confusion with 


the remark: 


“Well, teaching methods certainly changed considerably since 


I was in school.” 

Teaching methods have 
changed ... and will continue 
to change as new ones develop 
that better fit the needs. This is 
one of the primary reasons why 
parents, if they are to give full 
co-operation to their children’s 
schooling, must keep constantly 
abreast of the school’s learning 
programs. 

For instance, the textbook, 
hallowed symbol of learning, has 
lost some of the esteem it en- 
joyed during the parents’ school 
years, according to a cross-sec- 
tion of Atlanta grade _ school 
teachers and members of the 
Association for Childhood Edu- 
cation. 

“In the past,” one of the 
teachers pointed out, “the com- 
mon practice was to emphasize 
the textbook as the most impor- 
tant teaching aid. This is no 
longer the case. In recent years, 
teachers have turned to varied 
instructional materials, such as 
maps, slides, radio, films, charts, 
graphs and television to give va- 
rietv and stimulus to teaching.” 

Under this method of teaching 
comes one of the parts the par- 
ents can best play in the pro- 
gram: Make all the sources of 
learning meaningful to the child. 
Follow up certain questions with 
reference books, maps, charts, 
globes or whatever means 1S ap- 
propriate to further acquaint 
him with the *%sunject. 

Take him on trips as often as 
possible. Help broaden his 
knowledge bv pointing out and 
explaining some of the interest- 
ing aspects of nature. Give 
him some of the background of 
historical cites as well as the 
crops and industries that are 
prevalent_in certain areas.

There’s Danger 
In Overweight, 


Doctor Says 


By IDA JEAN KAIN 

In round figures, there are at 
least 25,000,000 Americans who 
are 19 percent or more above 
ideal weight... an average of 
20 excess pounds per person. 
That average puts a lot of peo- 
ple in the dangerously fat class. 
The startling fact is that over- 
weight is now considered the 
number one health problem in 
our country. 

For three days your dietitian 
sat in on reports given all day 
long by doctors, dietitians and 
scientists specializing in the dis- 
eases in which overweight is 
considered a predisposing cause. 
This symposium on overweight, 
nutrition and health was pre- 
sented at the American Medical 
Association convention. 

Overweight was not treated 
lightly. While this dietitian sel- 
dom tries to scare you into tak- 
ing off excess pounds ...I find 
you don't scare worth a dime 
anyway (inflationary note there) 
... Still I believe you do want 
to know the facts of life on 
weight. So this week I will pass 
along the distilled essence of 
medical knowledge on the 
dangers of fat. 

Life insurance statistics show 
that overweights. have a mor- 
tality well above the average at 
every age, and that in general 
the greater the degree of over- 
weight the higher the mortality. 
Statistics seem coldly impersonal 
somehow, but statistics are peo- 
ple. For shocking example, from 
ages 45 to 50, twenty-five 
pounds of excess weight cuts 
life expectancy by fully 25 per- 
cent. 

Why is overweight such a haz- 


_ ard? Dr. James McLester, Pro- 


fessor of Medicine at the Uni- 
versity of Alabama, who was 
the keynote speaker at the con- 
ference, pointed out that the 
whole body works harder when 
burdened with excess fat. Over- 
weight handicaps the heart by 
increasing the load to be car- 
ried, and the fat padding in and 
around the heart interferes with 
the efficiency of contraction. 


| The person who piles on pounds 


stores a lot of fat in the liver 
and this accumulated fat ser- 
inusly interferes with the func- 
tions of the liver. Added pounds 
mean constant’ extra work for 
the kidneys, the pancreas, the 
gall bladder—-in short, the whole 
body. 

Dr. McLester pointed out that 
overweight is frequently a fore- 
runner in arthritis. 

“Fat old ladies have a lot of 
knee trouble when hip and knee 
joints carry too much weight,” 
he said. 

He affirmed that overweight 
women do not go through preg- 
nancy with the ease of normal 
weights. He also stated that 
overweight women have cancer 
much -more frequently than do 
thin women. 

And as he stressed, it’s a wel] 
known fact that overweights do 
not stand nearly as good a 
chance in an operation as nor- 
mal weights do. 

Summed up, just plain, eom- 
mon ordinary fat is considered 
as dangerous as some of the 
diseases listed as top-flight 
killers,

Living Places Heavy Burden 
On Social Security Payments

BORING 


Inflation is inflating our welfare rolls. 
The steadily decreasing purchasing power of the dollar 
is increasingly pinching the budgets of people on fixed 


incomes. 

Particularly are elderly retired 
eouples getting hurt as well as 
persons on pensions or dependent 
upon social security payments for 


a living. 

With the dollar getting cheaper, 
eheaper and cheaper (it’s worth 
about 53 cents nationally and D2 
cents in Atlanta as compared with 
1935-39) these people are finding 
themselves getting into hotter and 
hotter financial water. 

The Fulton County Department 
ef Public Welfare is the first to 
feel the effects of each new nick 
in the dollar's purchasing power. 

The Department reports a 90 
percent increase in applications 
for all types of welfare relief for 


August. 

Harold Parker, the Department's 
administrator, reported Monday 
that applications for old-age as- 
sistance jumped from 99 in July 
to 153 in August; applications for 
aid to dependent children rose 
from 126 in July to 194 in August, 
and applications 

Parker said of the 918 new ap- 
plicants for welfare benefits in 
August, 321 of them were persons 
absolutely unknown to relief case 
workers and authorities. 

In other words, inflation is driv- 
ing a new type of person to public 
relief, 

The rise in. demands for relief 
in’ Fulton County are registered 
despite new State laws tightening 
the welfare purse strings. 

In connection with the rise in 
living costs, the Bureau of Labor 
Statistics reports that it now re- 
quires $1,748 for a retired couple 
to live adequately in Atlanta. 

Thousands of retired Georgians 
don't strike anvwhere near this 
mark. For example, those de- 
pendent upon social security pay- 
ments. The most a man and his 
wife who are over 65 can get un- 
der social security is $1,233 a year.

Cotton Futures 
Close Higher 


NEW YORK, Oct. 8—4)—Cot- 
ton futures moved sharply higher 
Monday, influenced by a lower 
government forecast of the 1951 
cotton crop. The Department of 
Agriculture estimated the crop at 
16,931,000 bales which was 360,000 
bales under its September fore- 
cast of 17,291,000 bales. 

Traders had anticipated an in- 
crease of 200,000 bales compared 
with the September estimate and 
the surprise news from the De- 
partment of Agriculture brought 
a rush of covering orders in fu- 
tures. Gains extended to more than 
$5 a bale before the market 
dropped rather sharply on profit 
taking and hedging, although ral- 
lying tendencies were again evi- 
dent in lafer dealings. 

Initially the market had started 
iower, reflecting the prevailing 
higher crop idea in the trade. 
Hedge selling was also extensive. 
Trade buying on the decline was 
active and credited mostly to ex- 
port sales. 

Some dealers figured on Mon- 
day’s crop forecast that fhe cotton 
carryover at the énd of the season 
July 31, 1952, may be only 3,100,- 
000 bales which is generally con- 
sidered small under current condi- 
tions, 

The Census Bureau reported cot- 
ton ginnings prior to Oct. 1 of the 
1951 crop at 5,467,911 running 
bales.
